In response to the Restriction Requirement dated May 7, 2003, Applicants provisionally 
elect the invention of Group II, claims 30-47 and 50, drawn to a method of treating allergy. 
Applicants reserve the right to prosecute the non-elected claims in one or more continuing 
applications and also respectfully reserve the right to traverse the Examiner's requirement of a 
restriction in a future response to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. 

Applicants traverse the Examiner's requirement for restriction. The Examiner 
claims that the invention listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept because they lack the same or corresponding special technical features in view of 
U.S. Patent No. 5,807,746, which discloses the use of biologically active peptide 
conjugated to importation component peptides in order to enable the delivery of said 
biologically active peptide across the membrane of cells. However, U.S. Patent No.
